WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. — Offi- 
cers of the Subsistence Homestead 
Corporation said yesterday the Gov- 
ernment stood to lose more than 
$500,000 on the homestead projects 
at Reedsville, W. Va., in which Mrs. 
Roosevelt has been interested. 

Charles E. Pynchon, general man- 
ager of the corporation, said part 
of the loss could be assigned to “ex- 
perimentation” and part was due to 
“errors in judgment.” He said the 
Government, on the basis of pres- 
ent figures, would lose about $3000 
on each of the 190 cottages in the 
project. 

One of the errors of judgment, 
Pynchon said, was the purchase of 
ready-cut houses in the first group 
of structures erected. These were 
found unsuitable and had to be re- 
inforced and supplied with base- 
ments. It was said the purchase 
of these structures was the plan of 
Louiz M. Howe, secretary to the 
President, who worked with Mrs. 
Roosevelt on the development. 


17-INCH SNOW IN NEW YORK 
THE HEAVIEST IN 15 YEARS 


30,000 Men Get Work Clearing 
Streets; Storm Extends Through- 
out New England. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—The East 
was covered by one of the heaviest 
snows in years today. 

New York, with a 17.5-inch fall, 
the heaviest in 15 years, put more 
than 30,000 men to work clearing 
streets. Of this number, 20,000 
were drawn from relief rolls for 
the emergency work, expected to 
cost nearly $1,000,000. 

On Long Island, may roads were 
blocked. The region around North- 
port was snowbound during the 
night, with more than three feet of 
snow in places. Dozens of motor 
cars were abandoned by roadsides. 

The storm raged throughout New 
England. Provincetown and other 
Cape Cod communities were isolat- 
ed during the night, when snow- 
plows were unable to cope with the 
wind-driven snow.

R. B. Brundrett, Vice-Presi- 
dent Says Balance Sheet 
Was Altered So As Not 
to Show True Condition. 


HART’S AND BROWN’S 
ORDERS, HE TESTIFIES 


Lasts, Dies and Pattern En- 
try in Dispute—Brown 
Quoted As Not Wanting 
‘Those Fellows to See It.’ 


Ralph B. Brundrett, vice-presi- 
dent and treasurer of the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co., testified yesterday 
afternoon at a deposition hearing 
that at the instance of Luke E. 
Hart and Alanson C. Brown he pre- 
pared the company’s semi-annual 
balance sheet for June 30, 1934 in 
a manner which did not properly re- 
flect the condition of the company. 

Brundrett was called as a witness 
by directors and stockholders of the 
company who have filed a receiver- 
ship suit. seeking to oust Hart as 
president of the company and 


Brown as a director and general 
manager. 


A vote seemed distant as amend-

tions in the receivership petition, 


The company’s audited statement 
fer the 11-month fiscal period end- 
ed last Nov. 30, Brundrett testified, 
will show a loss of between $85,000 
and $88,000. 

Leading up to his’ testimony 
about the June 30 balance sheet, 
Brundrett said that late in June it 
was decided to check up on the 
monthly estimates of operations he 
had prepared, because he doubted 
whether the figures for two of the 
factories were accurate and be- 
cause the estimates had not taken 
into consideration losses sustained 
in the reopening of the company’s 
factory at Columbia, Mo. 

“Not Up to Estimates.” 

“Tt was found, as I had surmised,” 
Brundrett testified, yay the re- 
sults were not up to the estimates. 
I called Mr. Hart at his office and 
made an appointment to see him 
there, where I apprised him of the 
facts. 

“*'That’s too bad,’ Mr. Hart. said. 
‘I had hoped we would make $250,- 
000 this year, but it doesn’t look 
like we are going to do it. What are 
we going to do about this loss?’ 

“T then said that it would be pos- 
sible and proper to set up a portion 
of the loss at the Columbia factory 
as a deferred charge, on the ground 
that it was a new factory and the 
loss should be spread over a longer 
period of time. Also, I mentioned, 
we had bought more lasts, dies and 
patterns in the previous six months 
than in any other six months for a 
long time, and that the Govern- 
ment had made a recent ruling that 
shoe manufacturers would not be al- 
lowed to charge 100 per cent of that 
expense off for income tax pur- 
poses, as previously. 

“T told him there was some dis- 
cussion about this among members 
of the Shoe Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and that the Government was 
trying to put into effect a policy of 
allowing only a 25 per cent charge 
off on lasts, dies and patterns each 
year, but that the matter was not 
settled. 

Hart’s Instructions. 

“Mr. Hart told me, ‘You set up 
the lasts, dies and patterns as @ de- 
ferred charge, and I'll talk to Brown 
about it.” 

The following day, Brundrett 
continued, Hart and Brown con- 
ferred at the office of the shoe 
company, and later Brown called 
him into the discussion. The wit- 
ness quoted Brown as asking, 
“Now, isn’t this going to show up 
on the balance sheet so these fel- 
lows can see it?” Brundrett re- 
plied, he said, that it would, as lasts, 
dies and patterns had been carried 
in previous balance sheets at $1, 
and would appear in the proposed 
balance sheet at whatever amount 
it was decided to set them up. 

“Mr. Brown said, ‘I don’t know 
whether we want to do that or 
not’,” Brundrett testified. “Then I 
submitted a schedule showing how 
the balance sheet for the previous 
six months would show if we set up

BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 24.—

GIRL, 15, KILLED 
N SLED CRASH 
—IN-KIRKWOOD 


Mary Jane Reeves Takes 
Full Impact When Her 


Coaster Slides Into An- 
other on Ann Avenue. 


Mary Jane Reeves, 15-year-old 
high school student, was killed last 
night in a head-on collision of sleds 
on Ann avenue, in Kirkwood. 

The girl and her school chum, 
Margaret Wilson, 15, and the lat- 
ter’s sister, Lois, 17, piled on a sin- 
gle sled, with Mary Jane at the 
bottom. Ann avenue, at the point 
of the accident, has opposite grades 
sloping into a valley. The girls’ 
sled, speeding over the icy footing, 
reached the bottom of the west 
slope and crashed into another sled, 
on which two boys had slid down 
the opposite slope. 

Mary Jane Reeves took the full 
impact. Her companions and those 
on the second sled, whose names 
were not learned, were severely 
shaken and bruised, but not seri- 
ously hurt.

When Court adjourned for tte 
day, the defendant had not com- 
pleted his story, but had testified 
that he was home all night on 
April 2, 1932, the night the Lind- 
bergh kidnap ransom was paid, 

For 17 days the stolid German 
has sat in old Hunterdon County 
Court and heard a parade of wit- 
nesses give testimony linking him 
directly and indirectly with the 
crime, 

Only once did he break, to say 
a Federal agent was lying when 
he was telling of the search of his 
Bronx garage where $14,000 in 
ransom money was found. 


Testimony Interrupted. 
Hauptmann’s testimony was sus- 
pended temporarily after he had 
sketched his career and arrived in 
this country to call New York wit- 
nesses, “ 
Christian Fredericksen, employer 


of Anna Hauptmann at the time of 
the kidnaping, refused to “swear” 
that Hauptmann came to the Bronx 
bakery to get his wife the night of 
the kidnaping. 

Hauptmann walked quietly to the 
front of the jury box at 3:10 and 
took the oath. Hovey Low, deputy, 
who has sat with him, walked be- 
side him and took a position behind 
the witness stand. This, Attorney- 
General Wilentz said, was by con- 
sent of both sides. 


He clenched his hands as he sat 
down in the witness chair. The 
whole court craned forward to hear.

The Court adjourned at 4:31 and, 
while the jury filed out, Hauptmann 
sat in his chair at the defense 
table.

Motion for Directed Verdict Denied 
After State Rests. 
Justice Trenchard earlier in the 
afternoon denied a motion by coun- 
sel for Hauptmann for a directed 
verdict of acquittal. The motion 
was made when Court reconvened 
after the luncheon’ recess. The 
State had rested just before the re- 
cess. 
C. Lioyd Fisher made the opening 
statement for the defense. 
Fisher said the defense would 
prove three( important alibis—that 
March 1, 1932, the time of the kid- 
naping, Hauptmann was sitting in 
a bakery chatting with friends; that 
April 2, the time of the ransom pay- 
ment, Hauptmann was singing with 
friends; and that Nov. 26, when he 
was alleged to have proffered a 
ransom bill for a theater ticket, he 
was celebrating his birthday. 
The State closed its evidence with 
the testimony of Arthur J. Koehler, 
Government wood expert, who testi- 
fied that one rail of the ladder used 
in the kidnaping of Charles A. 
Lindbergh Jr. came from Haupt- 
mann’s attic. Koehler changed his 
oa in no way on cross-examina- 
on. 
Also standing without alteration 
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by cross-examination was the 
expert’s testimony that Haupt- 
mann’s own plane was used in the 
fashioning of. the ladder and that 
other lumber in the ladder came 
from a Bronx lumber yard where 
Hauptmann had purchased wood. 

Hauptmann clasped and un- 
clasped his hands nervously, and 
fixed his gaze straight ahead. He 
glanced around occasionally with a 
vacant look in his eyes as time ap- 
proached for him to take the stand. 

Egbert Rosecrans arose immedi- 
ately after the court reconvened to 
move for the directed verdict. He 
prefaced his motion by a request 
for withdrawal of two documents 
introduced by the State. Wilentz 
did not object. The documents were 
not named. 

Challenges Jurisdiction. 


Rosecrans, opening his argument, 
asserted there was no evidence the 
Court had jurisdiction in the case. 
He pointed out that the murdered 
baby’s body was found in Mercer 
County. Remarking that while the 
legal presumption might be the 
child was fatally stricken in ad- 
jacent Hunterdon County, he in- 
gisted no evidence or proof had 
been offered to substantiate that 
presumption. 

“Next there is no evidence of a 
willful premeditated murder having 
been committed in Hunterdon Coun- 
ty,” Rosecrans continued. “The 
body was found in Mercer, with pre- 
sumption the blow was struck there. 

“The next is there is no presump- 
tion of burglary. The statute bears 
the caption ‘Burglary’ but we have 
many other things beside the crime 
of burglary as defined at common 
law. 

“The stealing of the clothes of 
the child has not been shown to 
be a common law felony. 

“‘On any consideration of the tes- 
timony of the State, I find no evi- 
dence offered showing the intent to 
commit a common law felony.” 

Wording of Indictment. 

Rosecrans was attacking the in- 
dictment that the child was killed 
during the course of a felony, 4 
burglary perpetrated for the pur- 
pose of stealing the child “in its 
clothing.” 

The defense attorney then told 
the Court it was his opinion no 
evidence had been presented that 
a burglary was committed, no evi- 
dence of breaking and entering, no 
evidence of intention to commit a 
burglary. 

“Next,” he went on. “the burglary, 
if committeed, was committed in 
Hunterdon County, but death is 
presumed to have occurred in Mer- 
cer, where the body was found. 

“Burglary is a crime of intention. 
That intention is in the mind of 
the felon when he enters. 

“But this case is barren of any 
evidence of flight, of any evidence 
that the perpetrator was appre- 
hended in his flight.” 

“Death,” he said, “did not ensue 
from this felony. There is no evi- 
dence. The child might well have 
been taken to New, York State an? 
brought back dead months later.” 

Indictment might be, he asserted, 
in either Hunterdon or Mercer if 
death ensued from poisoning or a 
felonious striking. 

“The State’s case is barren,” he 
charged, “of either cause of death.” 

“Unless the State proves a bur- 
glary,” he continued, “they can't 
convict of murder. I understand 
the State’s theory is the murder was 
the result of burglary. 

“Next, there is no proof the de- 
fendant was present at the scene 
of the crime at the time of the 
crime. The evidence of identifica- 
tion is not sufficient, the handwrit- 
ing evidence is not sufficient, and 
the possession of the ransom money 
is not sufficient. 

“Of course, in a case of circum- 
tial evidence, a jury may draw rea- 
sonable inference. But I say the 
State has failed to bring the de- 
fendant near enough to the break- 
ing and entering the night of the 
crime.” 

“The state must prove an actual 
presence at that house the night of 
the crime, on its theory that this 
was a one-man job,” he went on. 

Rosecrans said under the State’s 
theory a guilty person in New York 
could not be convicted. 

Attorney-General’s Reply. 

The jury was most attentive. The 
lawyer closed abrupty and Attor- 
ney-General David T. Wilentz arose 
to make answer. 

“Your Honor,” he said, “well 
knows the State’s theory that this 
defendant, Hauptmann, is guilty of 
the murder of the Lindbergh baby. 

“That theory then and now is 
that the defendant Hauptmann is 
guilty of this murder because he 
broke and entered the Lindbergh 
house at night with the intent to 
steal. This he did and also he did 
commit a battery upon that baby.” 

Wilentz then offered a long list 
of legal citations to support the 
points he was arguing. 

“This death resulted from this 
burglary,” Wilentz contirued. “If 
we've proved these facts he’s guilty 
of murder. 

“This talk of circumstantial evi- 
dence—we have enough—a great 
wealth and abundance of direct evi- 
dence.” 

“If they feel that it’s necessary 
to have someone sitting at the bot- 
tom of that ladder, to prove the 
case, they are in error,” Wilentz 
went on. 

“We -have this child safely se- 
cured in this bed. We have the 
positive proof those closed windows 
and shutters of the nursery were 
opened. We have that mud trail 
from the window to the crib.” 

“We have the ladder marks and 
the splinters of that ladder on the 
house wall right under that win- 
dow,” he continued. 

“We have the evidence of the 
very splinters in the wall where the 
ladder fell. Lieut. Sweeney testified 
to that. If Hauptmann took his 
ladder home with him, would we 
be prevented from proving our 
case?

He spoke of the finding of ‘the 
body. “It was there two months. 
That is logical. Death was instan- 
taneous,” he said. 

Again a long list of legal citations 
were offered {n support of the 
State’s contentions. Wilentz turned 
to the legal definition of, murder, 
pointing out first-degree murder 
would be if death occurred in the 
commission of a high misdemeanor. 

The courts have held, he added, 
that there is no distinct separation 
when one crime results while an- 
other is being perpetrated. 

“A killing in flight,” he asserted, 
“ig part of the burglary. A man in 
the commission of a burglary may 
go 100 miles and yet if death ensues 
somewhere, the man is guilty of 
murder in the robbery.” 

“A note is found in the baby’s 
bedroom, a note in this man’s hand- 
writing. Another note is received, 
asking, ‘Why don’t you follow the 
instructions we left in the nur- 
sery.” 

“We follow instructions. We pay 
the money. Pay it to whom? Pay 
it to the defendant. We get the 
sleeping garment the child was 
wearing when it was last seen. We 
get this ladder he built.” 

Cites Note Left in Nursery. 

“It’s our contention,” he said, 
“that if we didn’t have a living soul 
who saw him, we have the nursery 
note in his handwriting and the 
fact that he built the ladder.” 

1 “We get from him,” Wilentz went 
on, “the sleeping suit that was on 
the child when it was last seen 
alive. That’s the state of our proof.” 

“We proved he was there at 
Hopewell; we proved he was there 
before. He was there the Satur- 
day before. There was positive proof 
he was there at Lindy’s Lane the 
very day of the kidnaping,” said 
Wilentz. 

“Civilization would be in a bad 
state, if after we proved all these 
‘facts, we couldn’t show that we had 
a watchman at the scene when the 
crime was committed. 

“If the testimony of Koehler 
alone is to be believed, I submit, 
this man must answer. 

“Tf the testimony of Dr. Condon 
alone is to be believed, this man 
must answer.” 

“If the testimony of the handwrit- 
ing experts alone is believed, this 
man must be convicted, 

“I submit, your honor, that there 
is not only’ sufficient evidence, 
there is overwhelming evidence.” 

Wilentz sat down and Rosecrans 
repeated his assertion the evidence 
of death on the estat: had not been 
conclusive. 

The Justice denied the motion. 

Opening Argument. 
| Fisher then walked over to the 
|jury box to begin his opening of 
ithe defensse case. He started out 
lining “‘the facts and circumstances 
we rely upon to gain for your hands 
an acquittal for this defendant.” 

“Now, let’s see what we've here 
to defend,” Fisher continued. He 
read the indictment. Hauptmann’s 
pallor was ashen. 

Fisher told how the defense had 
tried unsuccessfully to obtain a bill 
of particulars on the murder in- 
i'dictment. He gave the list of ques- 
tions the defense submitted, and the 
answers the State supplied. 

Fisher read from the record of 
the argument of the motion several 
weeks ago for a bill of particulars. 
Wilentz objected to the reading and 
Justice Trenchard limited Fisher to 
such questions as were ordered an- 
swered by the Court at the time. 

Fisher pointed out that the State 
was relying entirely on a conten- 
tion that Hauptmann murdered the 
Lindbergh baby during the com- 
mission of a burglary. 

“We submit,” Fisher went on, “we 
can prove that the defendant Haupt- 
mann was not present at the times 
specified by the State’s case. 

“On the day of the crime, we will 
show he took his kit of tools to 
look for work. We will account for 
his actions on April 2, 1932, when 
the State says he received the ran- 
som, 

“We will account for the entire 
day (March 1, the day of the kid- 
naping) by the testimony of the de- 
fendant himself. We will show how 
he returned home that night. How 
Mrs. Hauptmann was a _ frugal, 
hardworking housewife. She worked 
in a bakery. 

“It was necessary two days a 
week for the defendant to meet his 
wife at her place of employment, 


Hauptmann’s Alibi. 

“At the very moment the State 
Claims this man was climbing the 
ladder we will prove he was sit- 
ting, sipping coffee and chatting in 
that bakery, while disinterested peo- 
ple came in and went out. Those 
people will show he was there that 
night, 

“The night of April 2, we will 
show these Germans, the Haupt- 
mann’s and their neighbors, gath- 
ered the first Saturday of each 
month to sing and chat. 

“On the day, when the witness 
Barre said he tought a ‘theater 
ticket, he was at home celebrating 
an important event in his life—his 
birthday.” 

“We are totally unable to bring 
outstanding experts here from Cali- 
fornia as has the State,” he con- 
tinued. “We can’t produce an ar- 
ray of. witnesses.” Wilentz objected. 

“Yes,” said Justice Trenchard, 
“the defense seems to be going too 

far.” An opening is Supposed to 
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forth what the defense is going 
ny attempt to prove, the Court said. 
“Rar as finances go,” Fisher 
snapped, “we'll prove that what lit- 
tle funds Mrs. Hauptmann deposited 
in those accounts over @ period cf 
years. ...

Partnership With Fisch. . 


‘With his partner Fisch he en- 
gaged in two businesses, not wun- 
common. 

“From time to time they put in 
money and take it out, They took 
each $1000 dividend from the fur 
business. We'll prove they took the 
money to balance the market ac- 
counts. We'll prove that Fisch 
went into his own poeket to bal- 
ance Hautpmann’s account. 

“One business was the fur busi- 
ness; the other was the brokerage 
account.” Hauptmann operated the 
brokerage account, while Fisch 
operated the fur business. 

“Fisch, he went out into this 
(Sourland) country, bought furs 
and we'll prove it. Hauptmann, 
and, we'll prove that too, managed 
the brokerage account.” 


Fisher promised he would trace 
through evidence “the Hauptmann 
family fortune” from the day Haupt- 
mann and his wife arrived in Amer- 
ica. He said the two were frugal 
and during their life in America 
they saved money. 

To Attack State’s Witnesses. 


“We'll go down to the scene of 
the crime and the witnesses who 
said they saw him there,” Fisher 
continued. “We'll show you clearly 
that the witness Hockmuth is thor- 
oughly unreliable.” Fisher said the 
defense would prove that the man 
who said he saw Hauptmann near 
the Lindbergh estate the day of the 
kidnaping was discharged from a 
position years ago because he was 
a victim of hallucinations. 

“We'll show you the witness Whit- 
ed (who said he saw Hauptmann 
near the scene before the kidnap- 
ing) had a bad reputation for ver- 
acity, with the man who worked 
side by side with him through that 
winter. 


“The Alexander girl—we’'ll show 
you, that except to his intimates Dr. 
Condon was never known as the 
contact man in this case until the 
ninth day of April, 1932, contrary 
to her testimony that she saw 
Hauptmann following him in a rail- 
road station long before. 

“Now I want to refer to police 
activity in this case. We believe 
that no case in all history was as 
badly handled as this case. I re- 
fer especially to Trooper Kelly, that 
fingerprint expert, who could not 
find a single fingerprint in all that 
nursery, on that ladder. 

“We will show you that Dr. Hud- 
son found some 500 prints on that 
ladder, after Kelly got through 
with it. That was typical of police 
activity in the case. 


Promises Surprise Witness. 

“We will produce before you, we 
believe, the man who has always 
been considered by the State police 
of New Jersey to have been the last 
man and the only man to actually 
see the man who did the kidnap- 
ing,” said Fisher. 

“We will produce before you a 
man who has been used by the 
State continuously as a witness in 
this case to show the man who was 
about a mile from the Lindbergh 
house at 6 o’clock at night on 
March 1 with a ladder on his way 
to the Lindbergh house.

Hart Questions Him. 


Taking the witness for _ cross- 
examination, Hart prefaced many 
of his questions with, “Now, Ralph, 
isn’t this the fact... ?” Brundrett, 
responding to Hart’s inquiries, tes- 
tified that the company’s expenses

Hart got the witness to state, 
also, that since he became president 
of the company, last September, he 
has instructed Brundrett to take 
full and complete charge of the ac- 
counting and auditing departments 
and to assume full responsibility 
for the conduct of those depart- 
ments: At the time the balance 
sheet was prepared Hart was gen- 
eral counsel for the company and a 
member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of its board of directors. 


Hart’s Salary Agreement. 


Earlier in the hearing William :C. 
Fordyce Jr., had cross examined 
Hart on his five-year contract with 
the company, which agreed to pay 
him a minimum salary of $10,000 
and gave’ him an option on 25,000 
shares of stock at $8 a share, to be 
exercised whenever its market or 
book value might reach $16 a share. 
The book value is now about $14 a 
share, and the market value about 
$3. The option agreement provided 
that if the company could not sup- 
ply the stock when Hart served no- 
tice that he was ready to exercise 
the option, he was to get a cash 
sum which would give him an equal 
profit. 

Hart testified, in response to an 
inquiry by Fordyce, that the valid- 
ity of a resolution authorizing the 
issuance of 100,000 additional! shares 
of Hamilton-Brown stock had been 
questioned, although he personally 
believed it to be valid. He testi- 
fied, also, that there might be 
some doubt about the legality of 
the company buying its own stock 
on the open market, if it was un- 
able to issue additional stock to 
satisfy his option. 

Fordyce tried to get Hart to state 
that these factors might readily 
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‘create a situation wherein Hart, 
under the contract, would have a 
cash claim against the company 
which could not be less than $200,- 
000 and might be much more, de- 
pending on the value of the com- 
pany’s stock at the time he decided 
to exercise the option. Hart would 
not make the calculation, replying 
to each inquiry with the statement 
that “the contract speaks for it- 
self,” and reading the pertinent 
paragraphs. 

Fordyce then pointed out that the 
book value of the stock at present 
was not far from the point where 
Hart might exercise his option. He 
got Hart to say that the market for 
the company’s stock, listed on the 
St. Louis Stock Exchange, is “nar- 
row,” but the witness would not go 
along with him when Fordyce asked 
if a stock which had only a nar- 
row market could not be manipu- 
lated easily to run up the price. 
Hart said he knew nothing about 
stock market manipulations. 


‘NIGHT CLUB CIGARETTE GIRL 
FREED ON ROBBERY CHARGE 


Already Acquitted of Murder, She 
Now Faces Two Other 
Accusations. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Marquita 
| Lopez, 20-year-old former Cleveland 
| girl, was acquitted of first degree 
| robbery yesterday. She now awaits 
‘trial on charges of felonious as- 
sault and illegal possession of a 
revolver. 

The former night club cigarette 
girl was acquitted of a murder 
charge last October in connection 
with the death of a patrolman dur- 
ing a holdup. Her two men com- 
panions were convicted and await 
execution at Sing Sing. 

She testified during the trial that 
she took part in the robbery under 
duress. 

Miss Lopez, in the assault indict- 
ment, was charged with having 
shot and wounded a man last sum- 
mer.

TO HEARING ON HIS 
ANTHOBBY BILL 


State Senator Joffee Tells 
Them He Wants to Ask 
About Their Activities 


and Salaries.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24.— 
Senator Jerome M. Joffee, author 
of the anti-lobby bill, prepared let- 
ters today to a group of lobbyists 
and a few others not known as lob- 
byists, inviting them to appear and 
answer questions at a hearing on 
the bill before the Criminal Juris- 
prudence Committee of the Senate 
next Wednesday night. 

In the letters, Joffee suggested 
a number of questions which he said 
he would ask if the lobbyists should 
appear. 

The proceeding is an unusual one, 
being the first time the representa- 
tives of special interests have been 
asked to appear openly before a 
committee for interrogation about 
their activities, their expenditures 
and their compensation. Whether 
the invitation will be accepted is not 
known. 

Those to whom the Senator ad- 
dressed letters are: August A. Busch 
Jr.; Anthony A. Buford, represent- 
ing fire insurance and brewery in- 
terests; Louis H. Egan, president 
of the Union Electric Light & Pow- 
er Co.; Frank J. Boehm, vice-presi- 
dent of the company, and Alfred C., 
Laun, législative representative; 
Fred L. English of St. Louis, repre- 
senting the American Tobacco Co.: 
Charles H. Mayer, representing the 
Henry L. Doherty, or Cities Service 
utility interests, and Vance Higgs, 
St. Louis lawyer. 

The letter to Buford, Senator 
Joffee said, would ask whether he 
receives $5000 a year from insur- 
ance interests for representing them 
in matters of legislation, and the 
amount he receives from the An- 
heuser-Busch, or other brewery 
companies. He also will be asked 
whether he has ever appeared pub- 
licly before a legislative committee 
in the interests of his clients or 
employers. 

Busch, the Senator said, would be 
asked whom his brewery employed 
and what was paid for lobbying ac- 
tivities, 

Egan, Boehm and Laun are to be 
asked what, if any, interest they 
had in the Buford mystery bill, 
passed by the 1931 Legislature and 
vetoed by Gov. Park, and regarding 
their interest in opposition to the 
Governor’s municipal utility bills 
defeated at the special session of 
the Legislature last year. 

Senator Joffee said he also wished 
to question the Union Electric of- 
ficers about a club which he said

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—The man 
who gave the U. S. Government the 
idea of baby bonds, which helped 
to win the World War, died yester- 
day. He was John Muir, senior 
partner in the New York.Stock Ex- 
change firm bearing his name, and 
a broker in Wall street for nearly 
50 years. He was 88 years old. 

After the United States entered 
the war he was drafted into Gov- 
ernment service as chariman of the 
Baby Bond Committee of the Lib- 
erty Loan organization of the Sec- 
ond Federal Reserve District.

BILLS FOR PICKING 
JUDICIAL SLATE 
AT CONVENTION 


Measures to End Nomina- 
tions of Bench Candi- 
dates by Primary to Be 
Offered in Few Days.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24. — 
Bills for the nomination of judicial 
candidates by political conventions 
instead of in the primary as a pos- 
sible means of preventing control 
of the State judiciary by the ma- 
tured Pendergast machine of Kan- 
sas City and the growing Jimmy 
Miller machine in St. Louis will be 
introduced in the Legislature with- 
in the next few days. 

Sponsors of the bills, admitting 
many abuses under the old conven- 
tion system of nominations, con- 
tend that practical experience has 
demonstrated that the primary sys- 
tem is threatening to put the entire 
appellate judiciary of the State and 
the Circuit Judges in the larger 
cities under the complete control of 
the political machines of St. Louis 
and Kansas City. 

They point to the last primary 
in St. Louis at which machine-sup- 
ported candidates for Circuit 
Judges were nominated over candi- 
dates approved by the St. Louis 
Bar Association, and to the primary 
of 1932 when Pendergast-indorsed 
candidates were the victors in the 
Democratic primary through § the 
power wielded by political bosses. 

It is the theory of supporters of 
the change in method of nomination 
that political parties in conventions 
will be more likely to select judi- 
cial candidates of high professional 
and civil standing and there will 
be a centralized responsibility in 
conventions which does not exist 
under the primary system. 

What Happened in 1932. 

In 1932 there were four Demo- 
cratic candidates for the nomina- 
tions for two vacancies in Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court, C. A. 
Burney of Kansas City, John T. 
Fitzsimmons of St. Louis, Ernest 
M. Tipton of Kansas City and 
Charles L. Henson of Springfield. 
Burney and Tipton had the support 
of the Pendergast organization and 
were nominated. 

Of the 106,511 votes cast in the 
Democratic primary in Kansas City, 
Burney, who had the full support 
of Boss Pendergast, received 98,575, 
or 92.5 per cent. Tipton, because 
of a defection of one or two minor 
sub-bosses to Fitzsimmons, received 
only 81,376 votes in Kansas City, 
but his vote was 76.4 per cent of the 
total. 

Burney was nominated by a ma- 
jority of 6609 over Fitzsimmons, 
and Tipton by a majority of 30,087 
over Fitzsimmons. Hensley, who 
had no machine support in either 
Kansas City or St. Louis, ran last 
although he ran much ahead of all 


outside of the boss-manipulated 
cities. 

If the entire vote of Jackson 
County (Kansas City), where Pen- 
dergast ruled nearly 100 per cent, 
and St. Louis, where many wards 
were controlled by Miller and other 
budding-bosses, were eliminated, 
Henson would have been nominated 
by a majority of 18,531 and Fitz- 


simmons by a majority of 10,819. 
The Vote at Convention. 


In any sort of a delegate conven- 
tion, supporters of the bill say, the 
machine-controlled cities and the 
rural counties would have represen- 
tation in the proportion that the 
vote of each bore to the total vote 
of the party in the State. 

In the last primary the vote in 
Jackson County and St. Louis was 
about 58 per cent of the total vote 
in the State. In a cnvention, it is 
argued, they would have not more 
than 38 per cent of the delegates, 
and no matter how many candidates 
were under consideration none 
could .e nominated until he re- 
ceived a majority of the delegates 
in the convention whereas in a pri- 
mary machine concentration on one 
or two candidates can bring about 
a nomination if there are several 
candidates in the field, by a minor- 
ity vote. And a political machine 
usually sees to it that there are 
enough candidates to divide the un- 


controlled vote.

|. M. SEIBERT DIES, 
DEMOCRATIC LEADER 


Held Elective State Offices for 
16 Years—Succumbs 
at 87. 


/ 


James M. Seibert, veteran Mis- 
souri Democrat, leader of the State 
organization in the days of Gover- 
nors Stone, Stephens and Dockery, 
former State Treasurer, State Audi- 
tor and Excise Commissioner of St. 
Louis and later an officer of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, died yes- 
terday:at his home, 5163 Vernon 
avenue. He had been ill since last 
summer. He would have been 8& 
years old on Feb. 3. 
Funeral services will be held from 
the home at 9 a. m. Saturday, fol- 
lowed by services at the Presby- 
terian Church at Jackson, Cape Gi- 
rardeau County, at 2:30 p. m. Burial 
will be in Jackson, where Mr. Sei- 
bert’s long political career began. 
He was for feur years Sheriff and 
Collector of Cape Girardeau County, 
and later Collector for six years, 
after separation of the offices. 
In 1884. when Grover Cleveland 
was first elected President, Mr. Sei- 
bert was elected State Treasurer. 
The Constitution limits the Treas- 
urer to one term, so he ran for 


State Auditor in 1888, and was 
elected and twice re-elected to that 
office, which he held through the 
administrations of Governors Fran- 
cis, Stone and Stephens. In the 
1900 campaign, he was made chair- 
man of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, and conducted the cam- 
paign of former Congressman 
Dockery, elected Governor in that 
year. 
Excise Commissioner. 


Gov. Dockery appointed him to 
the office of Excise Commissioner 
of St. Louis. He promulgated an 
order that saloons should close at 
1 a. m., and should not reopen be- 
fore 6 a. m. Because of protests 
from produce market neighbor- 
hoods,.he soon modified this rule to 
permit reopening at 5 a. m. He 
stood firmly on the 1-to-5 closing 
rule, and his success in enforcing 
it pointed the way to the more 
drastic course followed by his suc- 
cessor, under Gov. Folk, in enforc- 
ing the Sunday closing law. 

With the other leaders of the 
State Democratic machine, Mr. Sei- 
bert in 1904 fought the candidacy 
of Circuit Attorney Folk, who, how- 
ever, gained the Democratic nom- 
ination for the governorship, and 
who was elected, though the Re- 
publicans captured other State 
offices. 

Railroad Representative. 


In the eclipse of the party’s “Old 
Guard,” Mr. Seibert made what 
proved to be a permanent departure 
from public life, and in 1906 went 
to work .for the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad. He was Jefferson City 
representative of the road at legis- 
lative sessions, and at other times 
was in the legal and real estate de- 
partments. In 1910, he was made 
real estate and tax agent of the 
railroad system, and he became an 
important figure in the road’s man- 
agement. In 1928 he was placed 
on the road’s honor roll, after hav- 
ing served the company 22 years. 

Of serious and courtly manner, 
and wearing the traditional pointed 
beard of the Southern gentleman, 
Mr. Seibert was unable to escape 
the title of “Colonel,” which was 
generally bestowed on him, though 
he had no military career. 

He and his wife, Mrs. Emily Sei- 
bert, had been married more than 
66 years at the time of her death 
in October, 1933. He is survived by 
two daughters, Miss Alma Seibert, 
living at the Vernon avenue home, 
and Mrs. D. J. Hancock of Racine, 
Wis.

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LABOR ASSAILS 


HIGHWAY PATROL’) 
BANDIT-GHASING’ 


Letter to Gov. Park Says 
It Has Abandoned Traf- 
fic Duties for Strictly 
Police Activities. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24. — 
Charges that the State Highway 
Patrol was not being properly di- 
rected by Superintendent B. Marvin 
Casteel and that its activities were 
being concentrated on “bandit- 
chasing” instead of the purposes 
for which it was created—traffic 
law enforcement and safeguarding 
the highways—were made in letters 
sent today to Gov. Park, legislators 
and other officials, by the Missouri 
Joint Labor Legislative Committee. 

The committee, with headquarters 
here, is made up of legislative rep- 
resentatives of the State Federa- 


tion of Labor, several railroad 
brotherhoods and other” labor or- 
ganizations. 


The attack on the present man- 
agement and policies of the patrol 
follows a recent request by the Au- 
tomobile Club of Missouri to the 
Governor that Casteel be removed 
as superintendent. The club, which 
sponsored passage of the patrol law 
in 1931, charged Casteel “has dem- 
onstrated his inefficiency and in- 
competency in office.” 

Casteel’s Direction Assailed. 

Administration of the patrol by 
Casteel was severely criticised by 
the club, whose officers declared too 
much attention was being given to 
strictly police duties instead of en- 
forcing traffic laws. After receiv- 
ing the club’s request, Gov, Park 
said he planned to take no action 
on it unless some more specific 
charge was made against Casteel. 

Labor organizations bitterly op- 
posed a bill proposing a State con- 
gstabulary or police force, which 
was defeated in the 1931 session. 
The patrol bill was passed in that 
session, with the aid of the labor 
groups, after the police bill was 
killed. While the patrol was creat- 
ed for highway work, and the ex- 
penses are paid from the State road 
fund, the patrol men were given 
virtually the same powers as peace 
officers. 

The act specifically deprived the 


patrolmen of the powers of search 
and seizure, except to take weapons | 
from any person under 
about to be arrested. 


Letters Also Sent to Sheriffs. | 
In addition to the Governor and | 
members of the Legislature, the | 
labor committee’s letter signed by | 
H. H. Washburn, secretary, was sent | 


to all other elective State officials, | 


all sheriffs in the State and the'| 
Missouri representatives in Con-| 
gress. Letters to the sheriffs urged 
that they join in demanding that 
the patrol “be used for the purpose 
for which it was created.” 

The letters stated that at the time 
the patrol was created, it was def- 
initely understood that the patrol 
“would engage itself chiefly in en- 
forcing the laws of the highways, 
and make them as safe as was pos- 
sible for the citizens of Missouri, 
granting to its members certain 
powers as officers which were nec- 
essary and desirable for them to 
have to properly function.” 

“We desire to strenuously object 
to the manner in which the patrol 
is now being directed,” the letter 
said. “The patrolling of the high- 
ways has to all useful purposes been 
abandoned and we find the patrol 
being re-organized into a _ small 
‘Scotland Yard’, dashing about the 
State in groups assuming the duties 
of our peace officers while our citi- 
zens on the highways meet and pass 
‘one-eyed’ drunk-driven cars as best 
they can. 

“Present Law Being Violated.” 

“Missouri labor does not want to 
lose the fine patrol force we had 
for the first two years of its life— 
it was a credit to the State and was 
of inestimable value to the motor- 
ist on the State highways, but, if 
the present system of bandit-chas- 
ing is permitted to engage the full 
attention of the patrol, then it is 
our opinion that the patrol should 
be abandoned and no more money 
appropriated for its existence. 

“Changing the present law will 
not suffice to correct the evils exist- 
ing in the organization because the 
present law is being violated with 
impunity and there is no reason to 
believe that any additional laws 
would be any more binding or cause 
a change in management. The pres- 
ent law is definite in prescribing 
the duties of the patrol and unless 
it operates according to law as a 
highway patrol, the State Highway 
Commission should refuse to spend 
our road money for its operation 
and should insist that the general 
revenue fund carry the burden of 
a force which is engaged primarily 
in action as a State police force.” 

Lewis Ellis, Republican, of Beth- 
any, was superintendent of the 
patrol for nearly two years after 
its creation. Casteel, a Democrat 
whose principal backer was United 
States Senator Bennett Clark of St. 
Louis, was appointed by Gov. Park 
in May, 1932. It was understood 
that Casteel’s appointment was 
contingent on Clark recommending 
Henry Dillingham of Platte City, 
the Governor’s home town, for ap- 
pointment as United States Marshal 
for the Western District of Missouri. 
Dillingham was appointed to that 
post.

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Adolph Fiedler Testifies at McDonald Trial

for the questioning to begin. 

McDonald, pallid from long con- 
finement, eyed him steadily, con- 
tinued to watch him throughout his 
testimony. Fiedler kept his eyes 
on Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Wolfe, who a short time before had 
just completed his opening address 
to the jury, details of which are 
published elsewhere in this edition. 

Testimony of Fiedler. 

Answering questions in character- 
istically clipped speech, from which 
pronouns and verbs were frequent- 
ly omitted, the witness said that in 
April, 1931, he was the proprietor 
of a recreation parlor on the second 
floor of a building at Olive street 
and the North and South roads, 
that it had a large central room, 
and several small rooms, one of 
which he used as an office. Another 
of the small rooms, he said, was 
used by Harry Clack, a real estate 
dealer not connected with the recre- 
ation establishment, 

At this time, Fiedler testified, he 
was acquainted with Mrs. Muench 
and Davit, still to be tried in the 
kidnaping case, and also with Tom- 
my Wilders, indicted but a fugitive; 
Tommy Hayes, a gangster who was 
later murdered, and John C. John- 
son, Negro farmer of St. Charles 
County and a State’s witness in the 
Kelley case who was murdered by 
a machine-gunner last May 12. 

McDonald, Davit and Rosegrant 
were frequent visitors at his place, 
Fiedler continued. 

Story of Plotting Kidnaping. 

“Tl will ask you if you heard a 
conversation between any of the 
persons you have named some time 
in 1931?” the prosecutor said. “Yes,” 
Fiedler replied. 

“What was it about?” 
ing.” 

“Whom did they talk of kidnap- 
ing?” “Well, they mentioned three 
different people. Dr. Kelley for 
one.” 

At this point Verne R. C. Lacy, 
chief of defense counsc!, objected to 
the naming of any other intended 
victims, and was sustained by Judge 
Nolte. 

“What was said in these discus- 
sions?” Wolfe resumed. “Well, Mrs. 
Muench did most of the talking. 
The others listened. She said they 
ought to take Dr. Kelley. Said she 
had the necessary’ information. 
Talked about the amount of money 
they ought to get in ransom for 
Dr. Kelley.” 

“What else did she say?” “Said 
Dr. Kelley was the logical one to 
take because one of the other par- 
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ties was supposed to be out of the 
country. The other one (under dis- 
cussion as a possible victim) was 
the daughter-in-law of a prominent 
St. Louisan and there'd be a lot of 
heat if she was taken.” 

“Was there any discussion of the 
amount of ransom?” . “Yes. She 
suggested and talked in figures of a 
hundred, a hundred and fifty thous- 
and dollars. The others that fifty 
thousand would be enough to get. 
Too much heat on a hundred, hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars.” 

Says McDonald Was Present. 

“Was Felix McDonald there?” 
“Yes.” 

“I object to the introduction of 
this statement of Nell Muench,” 
Lacy interrupted, “because it shows 
no conspiracy, no agreement. It is 
mere statement acquiesced in by si- 
lence and is not an evidence of con- 
spiracy.” He was overruled. 

“What did McDonald say?” Wolfe 
resumed. “McDonald voiced the 
opinion that a hundred, hundred 
and fifty thousand would be too 
hard to get. Cause too much heat. 
Thought fifty thousand would be 
better.” 

“What was next done?” “They 
agreed that McDonald and Davit 
would snatch the doctor. Nellie 
Muench would get the name of some 
doctor in Chicago and give it to 
McDonald because he’d be the one 
to need it.” 

“Were you ever in McDonald’s 
house?” “Yes.” 

“Tell what was said and done 
there.” “I heard a horn blow. 
Nellie Muench had driven up. She 
signaled for McDonald to come out 
and he went out and talked; at 
least I presume they talked. He 
came back and said she had got 
the doctor’s name and to go ahead 
and snatch the doctor.” (Dr. Kel- 
ley.) 

Tells of Telephone Calls. 

On the night of the kidnaping, the 
witness continued, he was in his 
recreation parlor. 

“McDonald and Davit came in,” 
he continued, “and asked me to 
open Mr. Clack’s door so they could 
use the telephone. All three of us 
walked into the office. McDonald 
asked me to look up Nellie Muench’s 
telephone number.. I did. 

“McDonald called her up and 
said he had forgot the doctor's 
name. Then he called up another 
number and asked for Dr. Kelley. 
He told the person at the other end 
that he lived in Davis place and 
that a boy was sick. He said ke 
was recommended by a Dr. Bal- 
linger. 

“T was in and out once about that 
time, but I heard him say that if 
the boy wasn’t better he would call 
back. Later I heard him call back 
and give the directions how to get 
out to Davis place.” 

Witness Glances. at Defendant. 

The witness paused and glanced 
toward McDonald. The defendant, 
sitting easily in his chair, eyed 
him in return, his mouth drawn 
down at the corners. 

“What was done then?” “Well, 
they put on black raincoats and in- 
spected some  paraphernalia—a 
blindfold—and told me to’ wish 
them luck, and went downstairs. 
They were the only ones upstairs 
with me at the time. Angelo Rose- 
grant was down in the yard.” 

“Did you have any more callers 
that night?” “Later McDonald 
called on the telephone and said 
that someone would be there to get 
the cars out of the yard. After 
that Angelo Rosegrant came back 
and I think Lechler (“Pretty Boy” 
Lechler, since murdered), was with 
him. 

“They came up and asked for 
the car keys. I said nobody left 
the keys with me and they must 
be in the cars. They went down 
again and I saw them drive away 
in the cars.” 

“You said that you knew John C. 
“He was 
a colored farmer. He lived in St. 

“Was any reference made to him 
that night?” “Yes, Rosegrant told 


*,|me that if anything turned up, Mc- 
‘|Donald and Davit were out at his 


farm and to get in touch with them 


| there.” 


Asked how far Johnson’s farm 


was from the St. Charles bridge, 


the witness estimated the distance 
at about four miles. 

“Did you hear from any of the 
others?” 

“I heard from Hayes,” Fiedler 
replied. “He told me to tell Rose- 
grant to get in touch with him im- 
I told Rosegrant, who 
told me Hayes wanted him to put 
the first ransom note in a mail box 
in York Village. So he went across 
the river and got the note.” 


Describes Farmer’s Place. 


Describing Johnson’s place, Fied- | 


ler said there was a_ two-story 
frame house, “with a building out 
in back where there was a still.” 
On objection by the defense, the 
reference to the still was stricken 
out. The witness was allowed to 
describe the premises without men- 
tioning the still. He said there 
were several vats near the out- 
house. 

Asked to name the employes at 
his receration parlor, the witness 
said they were Sara Jones (a State’s 
witness), Jack Forrester and a 
porter named _ Louie. 

“When did you next see McDon- 
ald?” 

“I saw him the day Dr. Kelley 
came back, or the next day. He and 
Davit came into my place. They 
told me that they had to turn Dr. 
Kelley back. They said—‘We done 
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lhis cooking, 


and Davit done the 
watching.” They told me they had 
him on a farm.” 

In reply to a question Fiedler 
said neither Davit nor McDonald 
had mentioned any other place 
where the kidnaped doctor had been 
kept. 

“How often did Nellie Muench 
call at your place?” “Not so often, 
three or four times all together.” 

“Was she known by any other 
name?” “She was called Goldie.” 

Cross-Examination of Fiedler. 

Lacy began cross-examination of 
Fiedler by asking about “a man 
named O’Connor,” mentioned as 
having been in the conferences at 
Fiedler’s. Fiedler said the man’s 
name was Jack O’Connor, he be- 


lieved, and that he “came over 


from the East Side with Tommy 
Hayes, Willie Gee and Lechler,” all. 
now dead. 

Fiedler said, in replying to Lacy’s 
questions, that he could not place 
the exact date of the first confer- 
ence, but he believed it was early 
in February, 1931. He said Mrs, 
Muench “came out about a week 
after the first conference,” and 
agreed with the defense lawyer that 
that would make her visit about the 
middle of February. 

“Did she say anything at that 
time,” Lacy asked, “about having 
visited Mrs. Kelley?” 

“If she did,” Fiedler replied, “I 
didn’t hear her.” 

Asked if he remembered April 20, 
the night of the kidnaping, Fiedler 
said he remembered it by the 
events of that night. Lacy tried to 
get him to establish the time of 
day, of various calls made at his 
place, but Fiedler said he did not 
keep regular hours, ana had no oc- 
casion to watch the clock. 

He said that, on the evening of 
the twentieth, when Davit and Mc- 
Donald called, and the latter made 
telephone calls, they were about the 
place not more than a half-hour. 

Questioning on Affidavit. 

Lacy then began a series of ques- 
tions about Fiedler’s affidavits, and 
about statements made by him to 
the Post-Dispatch, leading to the 
publication of his version of the 
kidnaping in the Post-Dispatch 
Feb. 7 last. 

In response to Lacy’s question, 
Fiedler said he was positive he was 
at his recreation place all evening 
on the night of the kidnaping. Mc- 
Donald and Jack Moore, of his 
counsel, exchanged glances, smiled 
and nodded, 

He told, in reply to questions, of 
an affidavit made at the home of 
Al Stack, then assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of the county, since 
deceased. He said Prosecuting At- 
torney Anderson, Ben Reese, city 
editor of the Post-Dispatch, and 
Justice Leslie Lewis, were present, 
and that Mrs. Stack was in the 
house. Before going to Stack’s, he 
said, he had been at the Post-Dis- 
patch office, talking to Reese and 
to Roy Alexander of the news 
staff, who wrote out his state- 
ment, 

He said he gave much of the 
matter to Alexander at the home of 
John T. Rogers, Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, and did not remembcr 
whether he signed the _ state- 
ment at Rogers’ house or at the 
Post-Dispatch office. 

Tells of Being Paid. 

Lacy asked Fiedler wheiner he 
got any money for signing the 
article. He replied that he was paid 
at the Post-Dispatch office, and 
when asked as to the amount, said 
there was “a stipulation that I was 
to get three different amounts.” 
Lacy asked what he received on 
that day, and Fiedler said he re- 
ceived $500. 

Fiedler said he did not recall 
whether he got the money before 
or after his visit to Stack’s home. 
“But it wouldn’t have had any 
bearing on the affidavit whether I 
was paid or not,” the witness said. 
Lacy objected and the Court or- 
dered the voluntary comment 
stricken out, 

“You remember when you went 
before the grand jury,” Lacy in- 
quired. “Yes, a week or two 
later.” 

“Did you get money after that 
testimony?” “Yes, sir, I did, I 
think I got it after I came out.” 

“You testified in the Rosegrant 
case?” “Yes, sir.” 

“Did you receive money for tes- 
tifying that time?” “Yes, sir, $500.” 

“Before or after?” . “I received it 
afterward. I know because I went 
and got it on my way out of town.” 

Lacy then turned to. search 
through some papers on the counsel 
table before resuming with another 
line of questioning. In the interval! 
the witness regarded the jury 
thoughtfully, member by member. 
Juror Fasnacht and several of the 
others retunred his scrutiny. 

Fiedler was asked if he knew who 
prepared the affidavit. He said he 
was not sure, that Reese had ac- 
companied him to Stack’s home, but 
he did not know whether Reese 
carried the affidavit in his pocket 
at that time. He thought it was 
Justice Lewis or Stack who had 
given him the affidavit to examine. 


Positive on Whereabouts. 


Replying to another question, 
Fiedler stated he was positive that 
he had been in his recreation par- 
lor on the night of the kidnaping. 

“Do you know Wendell Webster, 
a reporter for the St. Louis Star?” 
Lacy inquired. “I do,” the witness 
responded. 


“Did you at any time give him 
an account of your experience and 
your knowledge of the purported 
facts of the Kelley kidnaping?” “No, 
he told me about it,” Fiedler an- 
swered.

Fiedler replied. 

“Did you ever give such an ac- 
count to Theodore Link?” “No, sir, 
I did not.” (Link formerly was a 
reporter for the Star.) 

“Now, I take it, you have no per- 
sonal interest in the outcome of 
this case one way or another?” La- 
cy remarked. 

“No, sir,” Fiedler replied. 

Lacy then asked the witness if he 


saw Tom Galongs, St. Charles res- 


taurant keeper, on last March 28 or 
29. Fiedler answered affirmatively. 
In reply to a question he said he 
met Galonos in the jailer’s quarters 
at the St. Louis County jail. Sheriff 
Deuser and Chief Deputy Sheriff 
Arnold Willmann were present. 
Asked if any other officers were 
there, the witness thought a Deputy 
named Heinrichs was in the room. 

“Did you see anyone draw the 
curtains?” Lacy asked. “I wouldn't 
remember.’ 

“Did Mr. Willman draw the cur- 
tains?” “I think he said something, 
that for my protection he would 
draw the curtains.” 

“Didn’t he, for your protection, 
leave up the curtain on the win- 
dow in front of which you were sit- 
ting.” Fiedler did not remember. 

Judge Nolte recessed court for 
luncheon. 

Afternoon Session. 


After the luncheon recess, cross- 
examination was resumed by Lacy 
who began by asking the witness if 
“you folks sat down” while talking 
in the jailer’s house. Fiedler replied 
that he and: Galonos were sitting 
down, facing each other. 

“Was Galonos under arrest?” “I 
don’t -know.” 

“I will ask you if you did not say 
—referring to Mrs, Muench—‘You 
know that woman, she’s been out 
to your place,’ and didn’t you ask 
him to identify her, and he said 
she was not there and he was not 
going to lie about it.” 

“Just the opposite,” Fiedler re- 
plied emphatically. “He said she 
had been there and we argued 
about what type of car she was in. 
I said a Cadillac and he said it was 
a Lincoln.” 

“Didn’t you say, ‘If you don’t 
identify her, we're going to hu- 
militate you until you say yes’?” 
“No, I didn’t say anything like 
that.” 

“Didn’t you address him as Little 
Caesar?” “I think I did. That 
was his nickname and I probably 
used it.” 

Says Money Wasn’t Mentioned. 


“Did you ask if he had any 
money?” “I know I didn’t. Money 
was not mentioned in any way.” 

“Didn’t you tell him that if he 
identified Mrs. Muench you'd see 
that the Post-Dispatch paid him 
some money?” “No. We talked 
about the identification. Nothing 
about money. I asked a few things 
I knew he knew, and asked him if 
he’d verify them. I didn’t offer 
him money for myself or anyone 
else.” 

“How long were you closeted with 
him?” “Fifteen minutes to half 
an hour.” 

“Who told you he was there?” 
“T think: it was Mr. Willmann 
(Chief Deputy Sheriff). I believe 
he called me up.” 

“Did you talk to Mr. Galonos at 
any other time when he was locked 
up?”

Redirect Examination. 

On redirect examination by 
Wolfe, Fiedler identified the late 
Al Stack as a former Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney. Asked what 
conversation he had had with Wen- 
dell Webster, a reporter for the 
Star-Times, the witness’ reply was 
interrupted by an objection by 
Lacy, who was sustained on the 
ground that Fiedler had denied 
giving Webster a statement on the 
purported facts in the Kelley kid- 
naping. The witness identified Gal- 
onos as a former St. Charles res- 


taurant keeper and a former dep-' 


uty constable, or deputy sheriff. 

In reply to the question, “What 
money is being paid you in addi- 
tion to the sums you have said you 
received from the Post-Dispatch?”, 
Fiedler testified, “I’m paid a salary 
of $100 a week. Out of that I have 
to pay”’—— Lacy was on his feet 
with an objection, and was sus- 
tained. 

Wolfe asked Fiedler how much 
of the $100 a week he got for him- 
self, and the witness replied, “Sev- 
enty-five dollars.” 

“What do you do for them?” “At 
this time I’m writing up material 
outside of this case.” 

During the several interruptions 
of counsel, while he was on the 
stand, Fiedler each time faced the 
jury. 

A 30-minute recess was taken 
pending arrival of Dr. Kelley's wife. 
Detectives with Mrs. Kelley. 

Mrs. Kelley, with her brother-in- 
law and sister, Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam D. Orthwein II, arrived at the 
Prosecufing Attorney’s office short- 
ly before 2 p. m. 

Two city detectives, who had ac- 
companied Mrs. Kelley, entered the 
courtroom with her, by a rear door, 
and when she went forward to the 
witness stand, they took their stand 
within the court inclosure, a short 
distance from her. 

Mrs. Kelley wore a mink coat, a 
tailored suit cf smooth black mate- 
rial, a white silk ribbed blouse, silk 
stockings, alligator pumps, and a 
black felt hat. The suit and blouse 
had gold buttoncs and there was 
a gold ornament on the hat. 

Mrs. Kelley showed nervousness 
in the witness chair, and sat with 
her hands clasped. She spoke in 
such low tones that Judge Nolte had 
to admonish her to make more of 
an effort to be heard. 


Mrs. Kelley’s Testimony. 


She gave her name as Kathleen 
McBride Kelley, wife of the physi- 
sian, and said that she lived at 32 
Portland place. April 4, 1931, she 
said, her birthday was observed by 
a party at Hotel Coronado, given by 
Mr. and Mrs. William D. Orth- 
wein II, her brother-in-law and sis- 
ter. Guests, she said, included “Mr. 
and Mrs. Werner, Mr. and Mrs. Bix- 
by—I’m not positive who the others 
were.” 


Asked whom she saw there be- 
sides members of her own party, 
Mrs. Kelley named Mrs. Muench. 
After objections by Lacy had been 
overruled, she was permitted to say 
that Mrs. Muench was dancing, and 
“kept looking at our table.” Her 
dancing partner, Mrs. Kelley said, 
was a tall man, with dark hair and 
olive complexion, broad-shouldered. 

“Have you seen him since?” sh2 
was asked. Over further objections, 
Mrs. Kelley was permitted to re- 
ply, “I think I have,” and that she 
believed him to have been Rose- 
grant. 

Story of Mrs. Muench’s Visit. 

Asked about dealings with Mrs. 
Muench in 1931, Mrs. Kelley said 
she bought a dress, which had to 
be altered in size. “I called her 
and told her the dress wouldn’t do, 
and she said she would like to see 


to my house. She came about 5 
p.m. When she saw the dress, she 
realized it was impossible, and 
couldn’t be fitted, and said she 
would take it back.” 

Objections of Lacy to this con- 
versation, as not binding on the 
defendant, McDonald, were over- 


| 


ruled after the prosecutor told the 
Court that the connection would be 
shown. : 
“The fitting was in my room, 
Mrs. Kelley testified. “On the 
dressing table was a picture of Dr. 
Kelley. She asked if it was Dr. 
Kelley, and I said it. was. She said 
she did not know Dr. Kelley, but 
her husband, Dr. Muench, did, and 
thought highly of him. She asked 
if I did not find it difficult to be 
a doctor’s wife, and said she sup- 
posed Dr. Kelley was frequently 
called out at night.

She said 
she supposed he did not accept 
night calls, or sent his assistant. I 
said that on important cases he 
would take night calls if the people 
were his patients, and if they need- 
ed him.”

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Prosecution in 


John J. Wolfe, Associate Prosecut- 


ing Attorney of St. Louis County, 
conducting the Kelley kidnaping 
trial in the illness of Prosecuting 
Attorney C. Arthur Anderson, out- 
lined to the jury today the evidence 
which the State expects to estab- 
lish against Felix McDonald. He 
began by reading the indictment, a 
procedure to which Verne R. C. La- 
cy, chief defense counsel, objected, 
this objection being overruled by 
the Court. | 

Wolfe’s first reference was to 
Alolph Fiedler, former Maplewood 
Justice of the Peace, who then sat 
in the adjoining clerk’s office, and 
who later was culled as the State's 
first witness. 

He referred to Fiedler as “friend 
and counsel of the defendants. 

Wolfe continued: 

“One of the defendants is a 
woman, Mrs. Nellie Muench. She 
formerly operated a place known as 
the Mitzi Shop. About the time the 
kidnaping was being discussed, she 
sold Mrs. Kelley a dress, and went 
to the Kelley home, ostensibly to 
fit the dress.” Lacy objected to the 
\word “ostensibly,” but Wolfe said 
this would be proven ,and was per- 
mitted to proceed. 

“She questioned Mrs. Kelley 
about Dr. Kelley's habits, and asked 
if he ever made night calls. Mrs. 
Kelley said not usually; she. then 
asked if Dr. Kelley would go out if 
one of his own patients became ill 
and called him, and Mrs. Kelley re- 
plied that he would.” 

Says She Talked With McDonald. 

Wolfe continued that the State 
would show that a few days before 
the kidnaping Mrs. Muench visit- 
ed McDonald’s home in an automo- 
bile and talked with him in front 
of the house. Shortly thereafter, 
the Prosecutor continued, McDon- 
ald told others in the plot that he 
had the name of a physician to be 
used in luring Dr. Kelley from his 
home and that the kidnaping was 
“all set.” 

On the night of the kidnaping in 
a heavy rain, the prosecutor con- 
tinued, McDonald, Angelo Rose- 
grant and Bart Davit went to Fied- 
ler’s recreation parlor on Olive 
street road at North and South 
road, and Rosegrant stayed down- 
stairs on the freshly oiled parking 
lot, while the others went upstairs. 

“We shall show,” he said, “that 
McDonald had forgot the name of 
the physician furnished him, and 
that he telephoned Mrs. Muench to 
get it.” 

Attorney Lacy was on his feet 
with an objection to reference to 
the telephone conversation, which 
the Court sustained. The remark 
was struck from the record. 

Alleged Phone Conversation. 

Wolfe then continued with his 
outline, paralleling the outline giv- 
en in the Rosegrant trial last Octo- 
ber. He said the State would show 
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that McDonald called Dr. Kelley’s 
home, said he was a “Mr. Holmes,” 
that he had a boy who was suffer- 
ing from a mastoid infection, and 
that he had been referred to Dr. 
Kelley by a Dr. Ballinger of Chi- 
cago. 
“We shall show,” Wolfe said, 
“that Dr. Kelley also was told that 
this ‘Mr. Holmes’ was a stranger in 
the city. He told his caller certain 
measures to be taken to alleviate 
the pain of the patient, and asked 
if he had a temperature. He also 
told McDonald, thinking he was 
‘Mr. Holmes,’ that if the boy did 
not improve within a half hour, to 
call again and he would go out to 
see him.” 

The state will show, the prosecu- 
tor went on, that McDonald called 
again in half an hour and gave Dr. 
Kelley directions to go to Davis 
place, a subdivision on the southern 
edge of Clayton. 

Says McDonald Met Dr. Kelley: 


“Following the directions,” Wolfe 
said, “Dr. Kelley went to Oleta 
drive, in Davis place, and seeing a 
light on the second floor of a resi- 
dence, believed it was the place, and 
stopped. As he was about to get 
out of his car, this defendant, Mc- 


‘Move over. He sat down beside 
Dr. Kelley and told him to drive 
ahead, which Dr. Kelley did.” Wolfe 
then traced the route over which 
Dr. Kelley was driven. 

When they stopped, the prosecu- 
tor said, Dr. Kelley was placed in 
a building where he smelled fresh 
lumber; then was driven on, and 
was taken to a house, conducted 
upstairs and thrown on a bed. (This 
was the St. Charles County cabin of 
John C. Johnson, Negro, who later 
turned state’s evidence in the case, 
and who was murdered by machine 
gunners last May.) 

“Dr. Kelley has since seen this 
house,” Wolfe said, “and has iden- 
tified it as the place where he was 
held.” 

Wolfe related that “after McDon- 
ald got into his car” Dr. Kelley re- 
moved a ring from his finger, and 
that McDonald said to him, “This 
is no holdup; this is a kidnaping; 
we're holding you for $250,000 ran- 
som.” Dr. Kelley at the same time 
removed his stickpin, Wolfe said. 

Goggles Perforated With Pin. 

“Later, with the pin,” the prose- 
cutor said, “Dr. Kelley lifted the 
tape on his goggles, and punched 
a hole in the proper place, by 
which he gained some vision. 

“Then they took him for another 
long ride, and through the perfora- 
tion in the tape he saw an electric 
sign, ‘Municipal Bridge, East St. 
Louis.’ They took him to a house, 
where Dr. Kelley smelled the odor 
of perfu 4: in a room. It was there 
that McDonald offered him some- 
thing to drink. Dr. Kelley smelled 
it, and said he smelled dope, so 
declined to drink it, and McDonald 
tried to force him to, by threaten- 
ing to castrate him.” 

Wolfe told of Dr. Kelley’s captors 
permitting him to write a letter to 
his wife, then telling him they 
wanted a specimen of his hand- 
writing, and would not send the 
letter; then the dictating of their 
first ransom demand. 

“At this place,” he said, “Dr. Kel-

SALES TAX ON FARM PRODUCTS 


Illinoisans Must. Pay If They Sell

“In recent years little groups of, 


earnest men and women have told 
us of this havoc; of the cutting of 
our last stands of virgin timber; of 
the increasing floods, of the wash- 
ing away of millions of acres of our 
top soils, of the lowering of our 
water tables, of the dangers of one 
crop farming, of the depletion of our 
minerals—in short the evils that we 
have brought upon ourselves today 
and the even greater evils that will 
attend our children unless we act. 

“Such is the condition that at- 
tends the exploitation of our natur- 
al resou: ses if we continue our plan- 
less course. 

Today’s Problem. 

“But another element enters in. 
Me and nature must work hand in 
hand. The throwing out of balance 
of the resources of natu:: throws 
out of balance also the lives of men. 
We find millions of our citizens 
stranded in village and on farm— 
stranded there bécause nature can 
not support them in the livelihood 
they had sought to gain through 
her. We find other millions gravi- 
tated to centers of population § so 
vast that the laws of natural eco- 
nomics have broken down. 

“If the misuse of natural re- 
sources alone were concerned, we 
should consider our problem only in 
terms of land and water. It is be- 
cause misuse extends to what men 
and women are doing with their oc- 
cupations and to their many mis- 
takes in herding themselves togeth- 
er that I have chosen, in addressing 
the Congress, to use the broader 
term ‘national resources.’ 

“For the first time in our na- 
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covered with a flaky pastry 


crust . .. that’s our Chef’s 
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natural resources not as a thing 
apart but as something that is in- 
terwoven with_industry, labor, fi- 
nance, taxation, agriculture, homes 
recreation, good citizenship. The 
results of this interweaving will 
have a greater influence on the fu- 
ture American standard of living 
than all the rest of our economics 
put together. 


The $4,000,000,000 Program. 

“For the coming 18 months I have 
asked the Congress for $4,000,000,- 
000 for public projects. A substan- 
tial portion of this sum will be used 
for objectives suggested in this re- 
port. As years pass the Govern- 
ment should plan to spend each 
year a reasonable and continuing 
sum in the development of this pro- 
gram. It is my hope, for example, 
that after the immediate crisis of 
unemployment begins to mend, we 
can afford to appropriate approxi- 
mately $500,000,000 each year for 
this purpose. Eventually this ap- 
propriation should replace all such 
appropriations given 
without planning. 

“A permanent national resources 
board, towards the establishment of 
which we should be looking for- 
ward, would recommend yearly to 
the President and the Congress pri- 
ority of projects in the national 
plan. This will give to the Con- 
gress, as is entirely proper, the 
final determination in relation to 
the projects and the appropriations 
involved. 


Itemizing “Impossible.” 


“As I have already stated, it is 

only because of the current emer- 
gency of unemployment and _  be- 
cause of the physical impossibility 
of surveying, weighing and testing 
each and every project that a segre- 
gation of items is clearly impossible 
at the moment. 
“For the same reason the consti- 
tuting of fixed and permanent ad- 
ministrative machinery would re- 
tard the immediate employment ob- 
jective. 

“Our goal must be a national one. 

Achievements in the arts of com- 
munication, of transportation, of 
mechanized production, of agricul- 
ture, of mining and of power, do 
not minimize the rights of state 
governments but they go far be- 
yond the economics of state boun- 
daries. 
“Only through the growth of 
thought and action in terms of na- 
tional economics, can we best serve 
individual lives in individual locali- 
ties. 

“It is, as these reports point out, 
an error to say that we have ‘con- 
quered nature.’ We must, rather, 
start to shape our lives in more har- 
monious relationship with nature. 
This is a milestone in our progress 
toward that end. The future of ev- 
ery American family everywhere 
will be affected by the action we 
take.

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SHORT WAVE RADIO WARNING 


Federal Board Says Police Mes- 
gages Must Not Be Repeated. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan 24.— The 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion has issued a warning against 
the use of intercepted police and 
other short wave radio communi- 
cations. It cited provisions of the 
Communications Act of 1934 which 
forbid divulging the contents of ra- 
dio: communications without au- 
thorization and fixed penalties ‘1p 
to fines of $10,000 and two-year 
prison sentences. 

“Only in rare instances, it is be- 
lieved, is this information abused,” 
the commission said, noting u case 
in Baltimore in which a young man 
picked up a short wave message 
and warned law violators that offi- 
cers were on the way to arrest 
them. “It has also come to the 
attention of the commission,” it an- 
nounced, “that newspapers have 
published information obtained 
from intercepting police messages, 
two-way conversations between 
ship and shore, etc. The publica- 
tion of such information is a vio- 
lation of the Communications Act 
of 1934.”

BERLIN, Jan. 24—A new law 
published in the official Reichs- 
Gesetzblatt, which takes effect im- 
mediately, organizes all skilled la- 
bor into craftmanship chambers 
similar to the craft guilds of the 
middle ages. Within the chambers 
are the three divisions—apprentice, 
journeyman and master craftsman. 

The law provides for operation of 
the chambers on ‘the “leadership” 
principle, under the supervision of 
the Minister of Economics. Any- 
one exercising a craft on his own 
responsibility, it stipulates, must 
have a “handwerkskarte,” or certifi- 
cate guaranteeing his skill. To ob- 
tain the certificate, he must register 
as a master of his craft, and he 
must have gone through the ap- 
prentice and journeyman stage and 
reached the age of 24. Certain ex- 
ceptions are allowed for craftsmen 
established in their trade before 
Jan. 1, 1932. 

An official note said the law was 
a turning point in German life, 
since now crafts may be conducted 
only by certified masters whose 
work may bs depende” on. 


WAR AS POLICY RENOUNCED 
IN PHILIPPINE CONSTITUTION 


Provision Is Made, However, for 
Drafting of All Citizens for 
Defense Purposes,

MANILA, P. I., Jan. 24.—A policy 
of peace with a proviso for defense

WAGE INCREASES ANNOUNCED 
BY THREE RUBBER COMPANIES 


They Say Rises Were Granted as 
Result of Negotiations With 
Employe Groups. 
AKRON, O., Jan. 24.—Nearly 40,- 
000 workers in three rubber fac- 
tories here will share in wage in- 
creases amounting to an estimated 
$2,000,000 a year, disclosed by ex- 

ecutives yesterday. 

The pay increases, effective next 
week, will be made by the Good- 
year, Firestone and Goodrich com- 
panies which for more than a year 
have been opposing attempts by 
American Federation of Labor 
unions to get wage boosts and rec- 
ognition for collective bargaining.

FRANCE NEEDS $1,326,000,000 


Finance Chief Says Money Must Be 
Borrowed This Year. 
By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Jan. 24.—France must 


borrow 21,000,000,000 francs (about 
$1,326,000,000) in 1935 to balance its 
budget and prime its economic 
pump, Louis Germain-Martin, Fi- 
nance Minister, told the Finance 
Committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday. The money so 
raised would be in addition to the 
bulget income estimated at 46,991,- 
900,000 francs (about $3,101,406,- 
000). 

Although the budget for the year 
theoretically shows a deficit of only 
825,000,000 francs (about $54,450,- 
000), Germain-Martin said he esti- 
mated the deficit actually would 
reach between two and three bil- 
lion francs ($132,000,000 to $198,- 
000,000). Germain-Martin said he 
could raise the money required if 
the political situation continued, 
but would be unable to float long- 
term loans until world currencies 
were stabilized. 


Chaco operations have been para- 
lyzed by torrential rains, it is said 
here Paraguayan movements have 
not been materially affected by the 
downpour and that the fall of 
Carandayty was accompanied by 
capture of valuable war materials.

A concerted campaign against 
revolutionary groups in Bulgaria, 
chief among which in the past have 
been the autonomy-seeking resi- 
dents of Macedonia, was ordered 
in the first act of the new Minister 
of Interior, Krum Kolew. The new 
Government, hastily formed, to sup- 
plant the one of Kimon Gueorguieff, 
dicator since last May, assumed a 
military @spect under Gen. Petko 
Zlateff, former War Minister as 
Premier.

would rise. Abundant experience under NRA has 
proved that rising costs of labor are passed on to the 
consumer in the form of rising prices. Rising prices 
defeated NRA’s aim to increase purchasing power, 
and there is no reason to believe that the same result 
would not follow if the 30-hour week were estab- 
lished. What counts to a wage earner is not the 
amount of money he receives in wages, but what that 
money will buy. His real wages, rather than wages 
in terms of money, determine the comfort and con- 
venience of his economic situation. 
If industry in its present condition attempted to 
absorb the labor costs entailed by the 30-hour week, 
it would, in many instances, face bankruptcy. This 
is particularly true of many thousand small busi- 
nesses, now operating at a small margin of profit or 
none at all. This puts us on the horns of a dilemma: 
a 30-hour week causing higher prices, thus failing in 
the aim to increase real purchasing power, or a 30- 
hour week causing widespread bankruptcy, thus deep- 
ening the depression. 
The farmer, of course, would be excluded from the 
benefits of the 30-hour week. The Government is at- 
tempting, to help him by various experiments designed 
to bring prices of farm products into a balanced re- 
lation with the prices of manufactured products. But 
the 30-hour week, by increasing prices already high 
in many instances by reason of the operation of NRA, 
would widen the disparity. The point has often 
been made that the administration’s AAA and NRA 
have been working at cross-purposes. It is partly 
because of this objection that NRA is being reor- 
ganized. 
Again, the 30-hour week does not differentiate 
among the numerous industries in the country, each 
operating under special conditions. It would place 
them all in the same straitjacket, exceptions to be 
granted only under permission, after the unrolling 
of the usual red tape. It would present a gigantic 
problem of enforcement, whose difficulties can well 
be gauged by NRA’s experience. It would make rigid 
and inelastic an economic structure that can only 
prosper with reasonable freedom. 
Finally, the long-run interest of labor, so far as 
the future can be foreseen, is opposed to a further 
material reduction of working hours. An exhaustive 
study by the Brookings Institution entitled “Amer- 
ica’s Capacity to Consume” proved beyond question 
that our productive plant is not too large to supply 
the reasonable wants of our citizens. In 1929, at the 
height of the boom period, there were 2,000,000 fami- 
lies in the United States with annual incomes of less 
than $500; 3,800,000 families with incomes between 
$500 and $1000; more than 10,000,000 families with 
incomes from $1000 to $2000. These figures are 
startling when it is considered that, on an income 
of $2000, the ordinary family of four is living very 
close to the minimum subsistence line, and that the 
2,000,000 families with incomes of less than $500 were 
living far below the poverty line. 
The Brookings Institution estimates that notwith- 
standing the increase in man-hour output in recent 
years, a reduction of the work week to 30 hours 
“would inevitably mean a volume of wealth produc- 
tion substantially below the levels obtaining in 1929.” 
We cannot get out of the depression by any such 
failure to use our productive capacities. The funda- 
mental need of the country is an increase in produced 
wealth and a distribution of that wealth among the 
people in a way that will satisfy their reasonable as- 
pirations. 
The case for the 30-hour week rests on the eco- 
nomics of scarcity—and scarcity spells loss for labor 
as well as for the community of which labor is a part. 
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A VACATION ON CORN. 

A farmer living near Allerton, IIl., lets the price 
of corn determine where he is to spend his annual 
vacation. He sets aside 50 bushels of corn each year 
for railroad fare and travels to a distance propor- 
tionate to the price it fetches.. In 1932, he sold the 
recreational share of his crop at 10 cents a bushel, 
By adding 24 cents to the $5, he was able to buy a 
one-way ticket to Chicago. He has just sold his 
current vacation corn for 85 cents a bushel, enough 
for passage to Los Angeles, with $8 left over. 

If this incident may be made into an aphorism, it 
is that better days for agriculture are in sight when 
farmers begin touring the country. 
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A NEW THREAT. 

Oliver Carlson, in the American Mercury, writes 
about “The Revolution in Cotton.” He is referring 
not to the administration’s “plowing under’ policy, 
or to the Bankhead law, or to the falling foreign mar- 
kets for cotton. Something worse. He claims a cot- 
ton-picking machine has been perfected which, in an 
experiment in “Mississippi, “picked more cotton in 
seven and a half hours than is picked by a good hand 
picker in an entire season of three and one-half 
months.” 

Cotton picking, of course, is the South's greatest 
source of gainful labor. It engages the services of 
3,000,000 persons from late July until late Decem- 
ber. According to Prof. Harry B. Brown of Louisiana 
State University, a good average picker will not av- 
erage more than 100 pounds per day, a bale a month, 
three bales per season. About 1500 pounds of seed 
cotton are needed to make a bale. 

If the machine, which is not yet in mass produc- 
tion, lives up to expectations, life in the South will 
indeed be revolutionized. “It means,” says Mr. Carl- 
son, “that tenant-farming, as the dominant mode of

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TINKERING WITH A GREAT PROBLEM. 

The smoke abatement ordfnance which has just 
been approved by an aldermanic committee illustrates 
the disposition of St. Louis-to tinker with a great 
problem. | 
The ordinance would continue regulation of boilers 
and furnaces, something that has been going on for 
years. It is a good ordinance of its kind, and its 
framers are no doubt well-meaning; but it cannot rid 
St. Louis of smoke. It cannot stop the steady de- 
cline of property values because of smoke. It cannot 
arrest impairment of the people’s health by smoke. 
We have said time and again, and we repeat, that 
solution of the smoke problem is impossible so long 
as the community burns soft coal. The city is not 
going to regulate the thousands of domestic stoves 
which burn soft coal, albeit the new ordinance holds 
out this promise. It cannot do so. The people would 
resent such an unwarrantable interference with their 
mode of life. They use soft coal because it is cheap. 
They will continue to use it, and we will have smoke, 
until a smokeless fuel is provided at approximately 
the cost of soft coal. 
This is a major problem, one that can be met only 
by moving against it in a big way. The city must 
either bring natural gas in and make it available to 
the people at a low cost, or it must bring in coke at a 
price the people can pay. The city can build its own 
coking plants. 
| slight loss. It cannot afford to do nothing. The con- 
siderations are too great. We are driving the peo- 
ple out of the city into the county. 
One of the powerful objections to a smokeless fuel 
is that it would destroy the soft coal industry across 
the river. The proposal to coke soft coal removes 
this objection. We are not attempting to tell the 
city what it should do, but we do warn it that it can- 
not continue on its present course. Both the health 
of the people and the value of property are at stake. 
Neither do we believe that it is necessary to have 
merely one smokeless fuel. We can have several. 
We are already using gas and oil. We are already 
regulating to a degree the combustion of soft coal. 
These are all excellent measures, but the program 
must be as big as the problem itself. 
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BAIL BOND FORFEITURES. 
A report by Circuit Attorney Miller discloses bail 
bond forfeitures of $375,550 against which judgments 
are pending. Some of these unpaid judgments range 
as far back as the term of former Circuit Attorney 
McDaniel, which began in 1917. Forfeitures declared 
during 1934, but not yet reduced to judgment, amount 
to $116,500, including $20,000 against Joe Lasky, who 
certified he was the owner of property on which he 
has only a leasehold. 
Such is the price of neglecting to improve and mod- 
ernize our bail bond system, under which professional 
bondsmen flourish, prisoners escape and the schools, 
to which goes forfeited bond money, suffer. Circuit 
Attorney Miller’s bill designed to reform our present 
antiquated laws on the subject should be passed by 
the Legislature. 
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DURANT’S TGT. 
The ever-welcome Will Durant has been with us 
again. As always, he charmed his audience. What 
if he does repeat! What if his TGT (Ten Greatest 
Thinkers) is old stuff? He tells it so well, so su- 
perbly, that the witticisms, mannerisms, gestures, fa- 
miliar though they be, are as spontaneously entranc- 
ing as the recurring dawn. 
His “preferred list’ may or may not be accepted. 
He himself isn’t wholly satisfied. He acknowledges 
he would include Socrates in the company “if we 
knew more about him.” But don’t we know as much 
about him as we do about his Boswell, Plato, for in- 
stance, or Aristotle? Scholarship has rejected Xeno- 
phon’s character study as a mere literary composi- 
tion, but may the other witnesses all be dismissed as 
romancers who contrived an impish perjury just to 
spoof posterity? 
Anyone who has loitered, observingly, in “the gold- 
en age,” has come often and happily under the stone- 
cutter’s spell. He has seen Socrates in Aspasia’s sa- 
lon, found him a gay and festive person at the ban- 
quet, joined in the applause at the theater when Soc- 
rates arose from his seat to bow urbanely to a ban- 
tering shaft from the stage, watched him stroll along 
the streets of Athens, buttonholed by hecklers and 
admirers; shivered a bit for him, perhaps, for that 
Xantippe was waiting at the end of the day, and 
wept with him and gloried in the fortitude and hu- 
mor of the trial and the cell and the hemlock. 
It is conceivable that some journalistic tribunal 
of tomorrow, examining the “copy” of today, will pin 
a medal on the memory of Will Durant as the great- 
est feature writer of all time, taking pause to regret 
that he didn’t do a story on Socrates.

the fashion to place a war between Ja- 
pan and the United States high up on the 
list. 

The feeling that such a war is pre-des- 
tined has existed for a generation. It arises 
in the acknowledged fact that Japan is a 
young empire in the process of expansion, 
and it has been supposed that at some point 
in Japan’s advance there would be a col- 
lision and a war of annihilation like that 
between Rome and Carthage in ancient 
times, between England and Spain in the 
sixteenth century, between Britain and Ger- 
many in the Great War. 

Always and everywhere, it has been as- 
sumed that historic destiny had cast the 
United States for the part of the leading 
opponent of the Japanese advance, and the 
foreign policies of all the governments con- 
cerned with the Pacific, including our own, 
have been based on this supposedly self- 
evident idea. 

Thus, it was President Wilson who stood 
out against the 21 demands. It was Secretary 
Hughes who undertook to fix the ratio for 
the Japanese Navy. It was Secretary Stim- 
son who led the opposition to the conquest 
of Manchuria. It was Secretary Hull who 
found himself protesting against the Japa- 
nese oil monopoly in Manchuria. And in 
the early phase of the recent naval] negotia- 
tions in London, it was the Americans who 
held the stage as the supposedly lone oppo- 
nents of an equal navy for Japan. 

This basic assumption, that the Far East 
question is predominantly a conflict between 
Japan and America, has become so thor- 
oughly accepted that no one is supposed to 
examine it. The result has been to concen- 
trate upon the relations between Tokio and 
Washington all the suspicion and fear which 
are produced by Japan’s expansion.

Within the last few months, however, there 
has become noticeable in American official 
policy a_ disposition to re-examine this idea 
and then to challenge it. It marks a de- 
velopment of the very highest importance. 

To appreciate it, one must look below the 
surface of the recent naval negotiations car- 
ried on by Norman H. Davis. The outward 
facts are that the Japanese asked for naval 
equality based upon the abolition of naval 
ships with offensive power at long range. 
This demand was refused, and the Japanese 
have formally denounced the treaty limiting 
naval armaments, 

Their action has not brought them one bit 
nearer to naval equality. For the United 
States and Great Britain are richer than 
Japan and can always outbuild Japan. With- 
cut a treaty, we can therefore maintain a 
5 to 3 ratio anyway, and we could, if 
we wished, increase our relative strength. 
Japan, without a treaty, cannot be sure that 
she can have g fleet which is relatively as 
large as the one she has now. 

For a treaty of limitation limits the strong- 
er Power and strengthens the weaker. The 
Japanese naval authorities will gradually 
learn to appreciate the truth that it was not 
Japan, but the United States, which sur- 
rendered potential naval strength by accept- 
ing the treaty. Japan is undoubtedly a 
stronger naval Power today than she would 
have been without the Washington treaty. 
For she has built up near the limits of her

make Japan stronger by agreement than she 
could hope to become without an agreement. 

Up to this point, the whole thing has the 
look of being just another chapter in Ameri- 
can resistance to the creation of a Japanese 
empire in Asia and the Western Pacific. 
But, along with a firm refusal to strengthen 
Japan, Mr. Davis took a line in London 
which is something quite new in American 
Far Eastern diplomacy. In effect, he served 
notice that we do not intend to play the 
part of Japan’s leading and solitary op- 
ponent in Asia because it is not in our na- 
tional interest to play that part. This is 
the most momentous event that has hap- 
pened in our Far Eastern relations since 
the time of John Hay. 

~ ~ « 

The new American position is based upon 
a prosaic and candid reconsideration of the 
facts. They are, in brief, as follows: 

Our interests in the Far East are about 
one-sixth as great as those of Britain. Among 
all the foreign nations interested in China, 
we have about one-sixteenth of the total in- 
vestments. The American attitude toward 
the defense of economic interests in Asiatic 
waters may be measured by the decision to 
withdraw from the Philippines and our will- 
ingness to leave undefended our line of 
communications to the Far East. 

Among the Chinese areas threatened by 
Japan there is, first, Manchuria, where 
American investments are relatively unim- 
portant. Then there is Shanghai, where the 
British interest is more than seven times as 
great as ours. Then there is the rest of 
China, including Hongkong, where the Brit- 
ish interest is more than four times as great 
as ours. 

Outside of China, the territories which are, 
in the long run, most threatened by J apanese 
expansion, because they contain so many 
resources necessary to Japanese imperial- 
ism, are the Dutch East Indies, and they 
are primarily the concern of the Nether- 
lands, and, in the last analysis, of Britain. 

An objective survey is bound to lead to 
the conclusion that we have no interests in 
the Far East which require us to play the 
part of the solitary antagonist of Japanese 
imperialism. The interests threatened by 
Japan are only in small part our interests. 
We are merely one nation in a group of 
Western nations that are concerned. Our 
interest is much smaller than Great Brit- 
ain’s, is smaller than Russia’s, is only slight- 
ly greater than that of France, not count- 
ing Indo-China, ig much less vital than that 
of the Netherlands. 

That being the situation, the treatment of 
Japanese imperialism is an international 
problem, and it is not our business to make 
ourselves the sole protector of Western in- 
terests. This is not a policy of scuttle. It 
is a policy of realism in which the United 
States would decline to take the sole re- 
sponsibility and bear the whole onus of 
dealing with Japanese expansion. 

As this policy becomes clearer and its sig- 
nificance is appreciated in London, Paris, 
Tokio and Washington, the Far Eastern 
question will take a new form which is 
likely to be much less dangerously entan- 
gling for the United States.

John Barton Payne, Nearly 
80, Succumbs to Pneu- 
monia Following Influ- 
enza and Appendicitis. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—John 
Barton Payne, chairman of the 
American Red Cross since 1921, died 
at 1:06 a. m. today of pneumonia. 
He was taken to the George 
Washington Hospital recently for 
treatment for influenza. He de- 
veloped appendicitis and underwent 


an operation last Saturday. Pneu- 
monia followed. 

He would have been 80 years old 
Saturday. 

His closest survivors are nephews 
and nieces. His old Chicago law 
partner, Silas Strawn, was at his 
bedside during his last illness. He 
was attended by Dr. Cary T. Gray- 
son, personal physician to Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson. 


Director of Great Disaster Relief 
Works After He Was 65. 

OHN BARTON PAYNE was 
Jsuccessivety farm boy, country 

store clerk, lawyer, newspaper 
publisher, Mayor, Judge, Govern- 
ment counsel, chairman of the 
Shipping Board, Director-General of 
Railroads, Secretary of the Interior 
under President Wilson, and Red 
Cross chairman, 

He directed the greatest disaster 
relief operations ever undertaken 
were after he had passed the age 
of 65. These included the Mississip- 
pi Valley floods of 1927; the Florida 
hurricanes of 1926 and 1928; the 
West Indies hurricane of 1928; the 
Japanese. earthquake of 1923; the 
drouth relief of 1930-31; and unem- 
ployment relief prior to the or- 
ganization of Federal relief. 

On his own stipulation, he never 
received salary, or even traveling 
expenses for his Red Cross work. 

“I get the highest salary in the 
world—personal satisfaction,” was 
his explanation. 


Born in Prunytown, W. Va. 

He was born in Prunytown, Va., 
(now in West Virginia), one of a 
family of 10 children. His business 
career started as store clerk at 15. 
His first year’s saiary was $50. He 
studied law at night, was admitted 
to the bar in 1876 and practiced 
in Virginia until 1882 when he open- 
ed offices in Chicago. 

When 21 he was chairman of the 
Taylor County, West Virginia, 
Democratic committee during the 
Tilden-Hayes campaign. Later he 
held a similar post in the Demo- 
cratic organization of Preston 
County, W. Va., and in order to 
give the county a Democratic news- 
paper, he purchased and for a time 
published the West Virginia Argus. 
In 1882, he was elected Mayor of 
Kingswood, W. Va. The following 
year he moved to Chicago. 

Elected Judge of the Superior 
Court of Cook County in 1895, he 
handled- cases so rapidly he cleared 
his own docket, helped other judges 
whose calendars were two years be- 
hind, and still found time to pro- 
mote public playgrounds. 

In 1899 he entered a law partner- 
ship with Edwin Walker, one of 
the senior members of the Chicago 
bar. Four years later, through a 
consolidation the firm became Win- 
ston, Payne, Strawn & Shaw, from 
which he resigned in 1918 to devote 
his entire time to public service, 

Services During World War. 

He had declined the position of 
Solicitor-General in 1913, but after 
the United States’ entrance into the 
World War he placed his services 
at the disposal of the Government. 
President Wilson first sent him to 
the Pacific Coast in 1917 to aid in 
settling shipyard strikes. Then he 
served successively as a member of 
the Board of Appeals of the Treas- 
ury Department, and general coun- 
sel of the Shipping Board’s fleet 
corporation. 

When late in 1917, President Wil- 
son decided to take over the rail- 
roads, Mr. Payne was asked for 
advice as to how it could be done in 
the absence of an appropriation 
from Congress. The next day he 
submitted in writing the plan which 
was adopted. At once he was made 
general counsel of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration, of which he was to 
become the head soon after he en- 
tered the Cabinet in the last year 
of the Wilson administration. 

From August, 1917, to. March, 
1920, he was chairman of the Ship- 
ping Board. Then for a year he 
was Secretary of the Interior. He 
put into effect the oil led@sing act, 
and successfully opposed the build- 
ing of a commercial dam in Yellow- 
stone Park. 

Red Cross Head in 19721. 

He became chairman of the Red 
Cross in 1921, by appointment of 
President Harding, and reorganized 
the relief society along lines which 
greatly curtailed its operating ex- 
penses. 

It was during his service with the 
Red Cross that he was called on to 
take up the additional responsi- 
bilities of a special commissioner 
to Mexico. With Charles B. Warren 
he was sent to the Mexican capital 
and negotiated a series of treaties. 

As chairman of the League of 
Red Cross Societies for 14 years, he 
traveled all over the world. He was 
decorated by 19 foreign countries. 

Mr. Payne resided’ in an historic 
house at 1601 I street, Washington, 
where he indulged his ‘hobby for 
art; spent his week-ends at his 
farm near Warrenton, Va., where 
he raised large herds of white cat- 
tle; played golf at the exclusive 
Burning Tree Club, of which he 


was president.

of the game. He has spent only 19 
minutes in the penalty box. 

His total of 23 points gives Howe 
three more points this season than 
he scored all last season and there 
are 19 games left to play. 

The Eagles will have an oppor- 
tunity to do themselves some real 
good tonight, for the Montreal Ca- 
nadiens are playing the Maroons, so 
an Eagle victory over the Ameri- 
cans coupled with a defeat by the 
Canadiens will move the St. Louis 
team into a contending position for 
third place.

“Tf New York must pass a pari- 
mutuel bill, I hope it will place ad- 
mission prices at $5 and $10 and 
permit no wager of less than $10, 
thus shutting out the bettor who 
can’t afford to lose,” Tim con- 
cluded. 


ATHEMATICALLY, Tim has 

it summed up right. Mary- 
land, for example, is going to au- 
thorize a takeout from the mu- 
tuel of 14 per cent. 

If a bettor wagered his entire 
capital on each of 10 races, 
breaking even on the amount of 
money won, he would finish his 
day at the track with approxi- 
mately one-fifth of the sum he 
started with. The State and the 
promoter would have the remain- 
der of it, although he might have 
won five or even more of his bets! 

There is no chance for any per- 
son not having special informa- 
tion to ever beat the races con- 
sistently. But Mara’s contention 
that you have some chance to 
beat the bookmaker and none to 
beat the mutuels is borne out by 
one fact—the bookie has a bank 
roll to shoot at; the mutuel has 
only the public’s money out of 
which to pay back the public’s 
winnings—less 14 per cent.

CORN CLOSES FIRM ON 
CHICAGO GRAIN BOARD 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 24. — Despite spread 
trading that consisted of selling corn against 
purchases of wheat, both grains rallied at 
the last today. 

A stimulus was the fact that 20,000 
bushels of white corn here available for im- 
mediate use brought the highest premium 
yet this season. On the other hand, May 
delivery of corn touched at one time today 
the lowest price since Nov. , 

Corn closed firm at the same as yes- 
terday’s finish to %c higher, May 84% @ 
M%,c, wheat “4c off to %c up, May 96% @ 
Yc, oats at 34gc decline to 4c advance, and 
provisions unchanged to a rise of 7 cents. 

With a moderating of severe cold pre- 
dicted, grain prices underwent an early 
pag today. 

Trade iacked volume and sellers were 
more in evidence than buyers. Opening 
unchanged to ™% lower, May, 96% @97, 
wheat soon declined all around. Corn start- 
ed unchanged to ™% up, May 87% @%, 
and subsequently showed losses. 

Temporary fractional advances that later 
took place, both in wheat and in corn, 
were more or less associated with a good 
demand for corn on the part of elevator 
interests. Relative firmness of the Liver- 
pool wheat market today counted also as 
strengthening factor, being apparently based 
on better inquiry by consumers abroad, 
with Argentina not pressing sales. Tending 
also to rally wheat prices here was @ ru- 
mor that the Canadian Government intend- 
ed to create a Dominion wheat board. 

Waning of purchase power on price ad- 
vances, however, ensued, and material set- 
backs. followed. One reason given was word 
of enlargement of Argentine, estimated 
wheat shipments this week. The total of 
such shipments was forecast as 4,225,060 
bushels, against 3,237,000 last week. Bears 

contended also that the heavy surplus of 
Canadian wheat formed a constant menace 
to the existing price structure. 

An unsettling influence as to corn and 
oats values was talk that the forthcoming 
Washington official report of the number of 
animals on farms would imply feeding de- 
mand from now on would be much under 
norma!|. 

Provisions averaged higher, responsive 
to upturns of hog values.

Continue Careers

HE mother who is determined 
Te be economically independent 

must do some very careful ac- 
counting and evaluating before she 
starts on her chosen work. 


She must first consider whether 
the money she earns is enough to 
pay for someone who can adequate- 
ly fill her place at home while she is 
out. Just anyone will not do. If she 
values. herself as mother and house- 
keeper, then, in justice to herself, 
she must be able to pay for a sub- 
stitute of equal caliber. 


Next she must decide whether 
she is going to be capable of the 
strain of double duty. For look at it 
as you will, there are duties, es- 
pecially in times of serious sickness, 
which take precedence over any 
career, and which cannot be dele- 
gated. Furthermore, for the sake of 
family happiness, she cannot af- 
ford to be so exhausted by evening 
that she is of no use as a compan- 
ion to her husband, unless, of 
course, her earnings are as impor- 
tant to the family budget as his. 


To insist on economic indepen- 
dence simply for the sake of a prin- 
ciple is out of date. Women have 
proved to the world’s satisfaction 
that they can hold down any job 
that a man can. 

One wonders why men are not in- 
spired to hold down the job which 
is pre-eminently woman’s — the 
home, in all its multitudinous 
phases. The answer is not hard to 
find. This one thing men appar- 
ently cannot do, and yet women 
continue to belittle housekeeping 
and home-making as dwarfing and 
unworthy their zittention. 

This work can be raised to the 
position of an art, and can express 
the woman behind it as no other 
work or profession can. And the re- 
wards are far greater and more 
satisfying than the sacrifice in- 
volved.

BOUT 12 years ago the scien- 

tific world was startled and re- 

joiced by the announcement 
that the substance which had long 
been looked for in the pancreas, 
which was the substance lacking in 
diabetes, had been isolated. It is 
now named “insulin,” and can be 
obtained at any drug store. Its 
manufacture and the prices which} 
are charged for it-are controlled, so 
that the patient receives this at the 
lowest possible price and with the 
lowest possible profit to the manu- 
facturer and the retailer. 

Insulin exerts its action by help- 
ing to burn the glucose in the blood. 
The actual place where this burn- 
ing takes place is probably in the 
muscles. Exactly how insulin acts 
is not determined. That it increases 
the oxygenation of glucose has not 
been proved. Its action is probably 
on the liver, having to do with the 
ee or the release of glyco- 

n. 

At any rate, we know that when 
injected into an animal body it re- 
duces blood sugar in definite pro- 
portions, depending upon the num- 
ber of units given. It does this not 
only in the normal, but also in the 
diabetic body. 

Insulin is not needed by all dia- 
betics. There are two general 
classes of diabetics, and, in general, 
they may be said to be the young 
severe diabetics and the old mild 
diabetics.

One-third cup sugar. 

Two cups milk. 

i One tablespoon granulated gela- 
in. 

Four tablespoons cold water. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One cup crushed macaroons (al- 
mond). 

One-quarter teaspoon lemon ex- 
tract. 

One-quarter teaspoon almond ex- 
tract. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

Soak gelatin in water five min- 
utes: Beat yolks, add sugar and 
milk and cook in double boiler un- 
til mixture thickens a little. Be 
careful not to over-cook. Add gel- 
atin and stir until dissolved.

Dear Mrs. Lang: 

Will you print a recipe for Aus- 
trian onion steak. I remember it 
as being very delicious and cheap.

Austrian Onion Steak. 
No. 1. 

Have pieces from the round of 
beef cut one inch thick. Dredge 
generously with flour, mixed with 
salt and pepper. Pound until the 
steak is thin, then brown in drip- 
pings. Cover thickly with thinly 
sliced onions, one chopped green 
pepper with seeds removed, some 
finely chopped celery leaves, and a 
large can of tomatoes. Simmer 
gently until tender. The slow and 
long cooking makes this a delicious 
dish. 

No. 2. 

Pound the round steak with flour 
and seasonings as in the previous 
recipe and brown slightly. Cover 
the meat with chopped carrots, cel- 
ery and onion and add one small 
bottle of capers. Cook very slowly, 
and, if necessary, add just a little 
water, and a few minutes before 
serving pour on a pint of sour 
cream. 

No. 3. 

Pound round steak and _ brush 
with water in which onions have 
been soaked for one hour. Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper, lay slices 
tightly one on the other and set 
aside for two hours in a cool place. 
Heat a frying pan and fry steaks 
for four minutes, turning  con- 
stantly. Top with sliced onions 
fried in butter.

Cream the butter and sugar well 
and beat in the eggs, one at the 
time. Add the salt, lemon rind, 
the yeast mixture and the remain- 
ing flour. Knead the dough until 
smooth and elastic, adding a little 
more flour if necessary, so it will 
not adhere to the, hands. Allow to 
rise until it doubles in bulk. Di- 
vide in half and roll out one-half 
inch thick, brush with melted but- 
ter and spread with nuts and pine- 
apple which has been lightly mixed 
with flour. Sprinkle lightly with 
brown sugar, then roll. Place the 
two stollens in a buttered pan and 
let rise again until double in size. 
Bake about 30 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven. After removing from 
pan brush with melted butter and 
sprinkle with brown sugar mixed 
with a little cinnamon.
